Washington City, Jan. 31, — It is under- 
stood that lireat Britain has instructed Sir 
Julian Pauncofoto to protest against tho 
action of tho United States in the Hawaiian 
matter and to protest against annexation, 
There are some important, developments in 
tho Hawaiian situation. 

First. It is pretty clearly indicated that 
tho administration is nut in any way luke- 
warm in the matter as was at first sup- 
posed. 

Second. The action of the commander of 
the Boston, against which Great Britain is 
about to file or has liled a formal protest, 
ltaB received tho officii! approval of tho 
President and cabinet. 

Tho sentiment in favor of annexing is 
rapidly extending, and several members of 
the cabinet have expre-sed themselves in 
favor of it. It has been reported that Presi- 
dent Harrison is in favor of annexation. 
Although the course pursued by Minister 
Stevens in ordering the Boston's marines on 
shore was without explicit instructions from 
the Government, his action is fully approved 
by the President. 

In tho Senate there is a distinctively 
American feeling on Hawaiian question 
which is not confined to any party. There 
is no doubt that a majority of the members 
of the foreign relations committee look with 
favor upon the establishment of American 
domination on the islands. But in just 
what shape is a matter of detail not yet 
considered. 

One member of the committee, who did 
not like to be quoted, Bt\d the only stumbl- 
ing block ho siiw in the way of possible 
action by the House, if it were swayed by 
the Influence of certain gentlemen who con- 
trolled appropriations, it would, he thought, 
be a abort-sighted policy to consider the 
cost when bo much is at stako in the matter 
of a perpetuation of the safety of the Be- 
publio, and the acquirement of that which 
would enable us to compel tho respect of 
nations who were now friendly simply lie- 
cause it was <jood policy Lo lie friendly. In 
a country like the United States, as ho 
looked upon it, it was of little moment 
whether annexation of Hawaii involved 
the expenditure of thousands or millions. 
The Chandler resolution will come up in 
the Senate in the morning 1 hour to-morrow 
unless some diversion bi made. 

In the Houso there is a diversity of 
views. Watson, of Georgia, voiced the 
People's party. " It is a job, and nothing 
hut a job," ho said, sp joking against annex- 
ation. "It is a joo ;t up by American 
property uwnerti and fxSg&V planters in Ha- 
waii, who are not looking to any national 
prosperity but to personal aggrandizement." 
The general sentiment among the members 
of the House seems to be that, the United 
States should annex the Hawaiian islands 
| now that it has been invited to do so, hut 
there are exceptions to this view. 

A correspondent visited the British lega- 
tion last night nnd attempted lo gain some 
expression of opinion upon the question that | m 
is now absorbing public attention fr 
n Pauncofoto. The minister j_ 
correspondent pleasantly and said 
u are. not the lira t paper man who hivs 
been here to see me. Uf course the press 
must, appreciate tho fact that in important 
matters like the present, it would be mani- 
festly improper for mo to say anything in 
public print. Some of my predecessors 
were greatly embarrassed by giving too' 
free expression to their views.'' 

"Do you regard the. present state of 
affairs OS a serious one either for us, Great 



tried to promulgate gone into effect anarchy 
would surely havo resulted. Foreigners 
who own property on tho islands have 
rights which tho Queen was hound to re- 
spect. This wus particularly true of Am- 
erican", who have largo interests there. Sho 
ought to have recognized her own weakness 
before acting. The government had lately 
been a good one. Everything was moving 
smoothly until tho attompt was mado to 
promulgate the constitution. It was very 
fortunate that an American man-of-war was 
on tho alert or there must have been blood- 
shed, and perhaps a long rebellion." 

SEATTLE, Jan. 31. — George. R, Carter, 
resident consul for the Hawaiian Islands, 
said, in an interview yesterduy : "If the 
visit of tho commissioners to this country 
should prove unsuccessful, and they should 
appeal to England to ho taken under the 
protection of tho English Bag, these very 
papers would sing a totally different eong. 
What the islands need is to have a power- 
ful and recognized head, nnd personally, 
should the United States refuse to listen to 
theil proposals for annexation, I would 
rather see thorn an English colony than 
have matters continue in the state that 
they have been in for the last few years. If 
the United States is not disposed to annex 
the islands it is to be hoped that it will 
not offer objections to allowing some other 
nation to step In and put an end to tho vex- 
atious troubles that are doing so much in- 
jury to their prosperity. The English would 
only lie too glad to get the islands, and would 
not hesitato on account of any complica- 
tions that might arise. The English papers 
say that there is no reason why the Queen 
should havo been deposed. The reason was 
that the Queen abrogated tho constitution 
of the existing government and requested 
the resignation of the very ministers who 
had dune so much to better things, and who 
enjoyed the confidence of all those in the 
community who had any interests to be pre- 
served, or who were possessed of enough in- 
telligence to see in what direction the real 
advancement of the country lay, 

"Tho dethroned queen, Liliuokalani, is a 
sister to the late King Kalakaua, and when 
she came to tho throne every one wondered 
what sho would do, as investigations had 
shown that she was the prime mover in a 
revolution, which had a similar object to 
the last revolution, during her brother's 
reign. Much to the surprise of every one, 
she pretended great piety on her accession 
to the throne, fitted up a pew at the differ- 
ent churches and attended them in rotation. 
In addition to this, she became president of 
the Woman's Exehuuge and interested her- 
self in charities of various kinds. Every 
one suspected that she wrs up to something, 
but could not decide what it was. Unlike 
King Kalakaua, the ex-queen had but 
little influence and a comparatively small 
following among the better classes of the 
natives. Kalakaua did many foolish things, 
but was a man of such personul magnetism 
and charm of manner that he was able to 
win over even the men whom he had most 
injured. The dethroned (jucun is utterly 
lacking in this quality. 

"When the treaty between the islands and 
Germany, France, England and the United 
States was ratified, by which the autonomy 
of the islands was assured, it was pro- 
vided that equal righU ehould bo 
granted to all, including an equality 
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Britain Or the Hawaiian 
asked. 

" I will say it was quil 
matter." 

"Are you at liberty to state whether oi 
not you have received from Her Majesty n 
protest against the action of the U.S.S, 
Boston's men during the so-called revolu 
tiou ':" 

"I cannot answer that question,' 
" Will your government protest 
the proposed annexation of the island to 
the United States Government V" 

"Again f must decline to answer. You 
must know that so far tve have had nothing 
but newspaper reports for our information. 
Later a message from Honolulu will t;ive a 
better idea of affairs there. Until wo havo 
more information before us I must decline 
to talk about the matter." 

The correspondent endeavored to obtain 
some information from persons who know 
something of Pauncefote's afftirs and was 
told that Pauncefote hid received by cable a 
message from England. The informant was 
unable to say what waa the nature of th 
communication, but it is believed that it 
contains a protest either against the action 
of the Boston's commander in sending blue 
jackets ashore, or else it is a protest iu ad 
vance against annexation. It will probably 
bo presented to-d iy. 

NEW STork, Jan. 31.— Hawaiian Consul 
Allen to-day said that he hud received no 
word either from hi.s government or from 
tho commissioners of the provisional gov- 
crament. All he knew ho had learned from 
tho papers. "I intend," he added, "to go 
to Washington Thursday and meet tho 
commissioners, I trust the islands will bo 
annexed. This seems to be the opportunity 
of the United States." 

"l)i you think tho British minister's 
neglect to recognize the provisional govern- 
ment indicates sympathy with the ox- 
Queen '.' " 

" Not necessarily. You see 
representative's powers are 
has not tho authority 
on tin! American minister, 
envoy extraordinary and mini 
tentiary, and was warranted 
acknowledging the provisional government. 
'J'lie Queen's proclamation, declaring that 
she bad yielded to the superior force of tho 
United States, may havo been issued to en- 
list British sympathy. Still I lawaiians ate 
Americans before they are English. They 
havo always looked to the U. S. for protec- 
tion when menaced by a foreigner. Thuir 
trade is largely with the U. S., and Ameri- 
cans own thrco-fourths of the pro- 
perty on tho Islands. Tho Queen, 
my opinion, committed political 
suicide. Hud the constitution bIis 
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in tho matter of duties on imports. 
Tho reciprocity treaty allowed America 
better terms than tho other countries, which 
they claimed wus a violation of the treaty. 
Bismarck ordered a man-of-war to proceed 
to the islands, to enforce the rights of his 
.•eminent, but before its arrival the 
mis had sent an envoy direct to Ger- 
ly, and when Bismarck was shown that 
"01 Sir I the treaty with the United States was so 
reeled important to the prosperity of the islands, 
ho rather admired their pluck. This same 
pluck is displayed by the leaders 
of the islands taking matters into 
their own hands and coming to the United 
States to request annexation, without either 
having been requested or coerced into so 
doing. " 

London, Jan. 31. — The charge d'affaires 
of the Hawaiian legation received ollicial 
news yesterday confirming tho report of the 
revolution. The Hawaiian representative 
visited Lord Rosebery at the Foreign ollice 
to discuss the situation with him. A cor- 
respondent is reliably iuformcd that Lord 
Rosebery intimated that Great Britain was 
nor, likely to intervene at tho present. Lord 
Bosebery also hinted that England, France 
and Germany would not be likely to consent 
to the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
by the United States. The heiress to the 
Hawaiian throne has also received a dis- 
patch from her aunt, the Queen, containing 
a record of recent events. The proposed 
annexation of Hawaii by the United States 
continues to be a prominent subject of dis- 
cussion in political circles and newspapers. 

The Evening Globe, a Conservative organ, 
says: Annexation may result in bringing 
the United States in its foreign relations at 
variance with the whole of its traditional 
policy and cause friction and conllict be- 
tween it and English colonies. American 
aggi es lion in tho Pacific, adds tho Globe, 
would occasion Australian remonstrance, to 
which the British Government would bo 
compelled to listen. Tile internal affairs of 
Hawaii will settle themselves the sooner it 
is more clearly understood that they are not 
to be made a temptation to the United 
States to commit a most uncharacteristic 
act, of folly. 

The St. James Gaz3ttc, Conservative, 
says : President Harrison's Cabinet would 
do well not to arrive ut a hurried decision 
ou tho question of Hawaii. It must not he 
assumed, because the United States has 
been musing Hawaii, that it is best en- 
titled to effective interference in tho uffairs 
of that country. The American party in 
those islands is by no means so strong as 
wo arc asked to believe. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, now also Con- 
servative, is neutral in its remarks en the 
question, umi suggests that it would he in- 
teresting to see how the Americans would 
'ony generally.

Tho Daily Now* Hays : The overthrow 
of tho queon seems to be au American coup, 
Hawaii being the key to tho whole group, 
tho Americans, onco they are in possession 
of it, would not find difficulty in making 
themselves masters of the others. Europo, 
however, has necessities in the same quarter, 
and Honolulu is the only coaling station on 
tho mail route between San Francisco and 
Auckland. 

Tho Daily Chronicle— Europe has not 
any great concern with Hawaii. Never- 
theless the queen has rights which seem to 
have received a scant report from the lead- 
ers of tho movement. Kvonts had not 
given to a section of the foreign population 
the right to oust a lawful sovereign. An- 
xiety for welfare of the natives seems to 
have been less a motive with tho Amer- 
ican party than a desire to further their 
own interests. 

The Daily Graphic : It is beyond dispute 
that thero has been mismanagement in 
Hawaii, but except tho lurid stories pub- 
lished in San Francisco nothing has oc- 
curred to our knowledge to justify the 
Queen's deposition. The revolution seems 
to be purely the work of a suction of immi- 
grants, numbering at the outside 1,500. 
The fact that the revolutionists wsro in so 
great a hurry to ask the United States for 
annexation wears au ugly look. 

The Post : — The annexation of Hawaii by 
the United States might bo regarded as a 
counter movement to fortifying Esquimalt. 
The bulk of Hawaiian trade being with the 
United States, wo nro not surprised that 
there should bo a desire for a closer union 
with that power. 

The Standard— It is not likely that the 
good sense of the American people will per- 
mit them to assume this responsibility, 
which would be found onerous and unprofit- 
able, or to claim an extension of influence 
which would be opposed and resented by 
other powers having equal interests at stake. 
It is quite true that the United States 
cannot allow any other powers to annex the 
islands, but none has such nn ambition. 
Justice requires that the constitution he 
stored with such reforms as are necessary, 
tho powers most interested agreeing in re- 
spect to the guarantee. Neither the United 
States nor Germany nor Great Britain has a 
sufficient motive for making selfish arrange- 
ments. 

BxnLIN, Jan. 31. — The Berlin press is 
practically of the opinion regarding tin; 
Hawaiian revolution, that it concerns Eng- 
land and America alone. The Voesiche 
Zeiiung, Radical, says: Restoration of the 
Queen would certainly bo preferable to a 
tripartite control of tho country. Our ex- 
perience with Samoa by no means recom- 
mends a repetition of such an experiment. 
Germany has no reason to meddle further 
in South Sea affairs, America and Great 
Britain might do better to bo left to settle 
their relations as they think proper. 

Paris, Jan. 31. — The Paris dailies taunt 
England with inconsistency because she 
objects to American aggression in Hawaii, 
while she herself excludes other powers 
from Egypt. The Moniteur Universal says: 

" The great American people are not of the 
sort to be intimidated by liritidi bluster "

The debate on the address was concluded 
last night. The Opposition moved an 
amendment regretting the absence in tho 
speech of all reference to relief from the 
piesent excessivo taxation. The Govern- 
ment's majority on tho division was 50. 

The house made good progress with the 
estimates to-day. Previous to entering into 
Supply there was a discussion on the pre- 
rogative of the Lieutenant-Governors. Mr. 
L. H. Duvies referred to the talk of a third 
term for Sir Leonard Tillcy. Sir John 
Thompson did not agree with the Opposi- 
tion doctrino that Lieutenant-Governors' 
terms of ollice expired immediately their 
five years expired. A lively debate fol- 
lowed regarding Lieutenant-Governor 
Angers' action in the Mercier matter. 

Mr. Mara has seoured an increased mail 
service bstwecn Golden and St. Eugene. 
The mail, hitherto curried monthly,will here- 
after bofornightly. Mr. Mara is urging ad- 
ditional mail service in Kootenay between 
Bonner's ferry and Kaslo.

Washington, Jan. 31. — Tho tiiecu c sinn 
on the Hawaiian question at the cabinet, 
meeting to-day was informal, and there he- 
ing nothing beforo the body for its consider- 
ation, no action was taken. The matter of 
the reception of the commissioners of the 
Provisional Government of Hawaii con- 
cerns only t he President and Secretary of 
.State, with whom their business must be 
transacted. The Commissioners of 
courao will be received courteously 
and their proposition listened to with 
sympathy, but the recommendation that 
will bo made them will be determined by 
its terms.

Mr. Gillespie, manager of the Bank of 
liritiali Columbia here, writes tho city in 
reference to their changing their bank ac- 
count, in which that gentleman says : "The 
remarks attributed to Aid. Anderson in re- 
ference to the subject are to say tho least 
ill considered. ... In tho abseuco of 
any tangible reference to the advantages to 
be derived from the change, it in evident 
that the truo c.ntso of his proposal has been 
withheld. This Bank has boen the city's 
banker since the establishment of the city, 
and has, by persistent and careful regard 
to the city's interests, managed to establish 
and protect its credit both at homo and 
abroad ; and has endeavored in every respect 
to meet all the legitimate requirements of 
its officers with readiness, and so far as 
has been learned, the relations established 
have'glvon thorough satisfaction. I there- 
fore learn with much surprise and concern 
from the announcement of tho public news- 
papers this subject of a change in tho bank 
account has occupied the attention of the 
Finance committee for the past sevorj 
months. Surely, if this is in any degree 
true, it was due to tho Bank to ho informed 
of tho causes of dissatisfaction, if they ex- 
isted, and to bo given tho opportunity of 
offering an explanation. Moreover, on the 
bare ground of ordinary business lines 
('caving on one side tho Bank's title to 
favorable consideration in view of long and 
successful services to the city) it is due to 
the interests of tho city, ard equally to the 
Bank, that the latter should be placed in the 
position of continuing the account, unless it 
could be shown definitely that a change 
would give distinct and tangible ad- 
vantage. As to tho allusion Mr. Ander- 
son so gratuitously ventures upon in 
regard to tho Bank's financial standing, 
such comparisons are contemptible. The 
Bsnk of British Columbia is in tho front 
rank in all respects, and if u reference is 
made to the published returns to tho Gov- 
ernment it will bo found to bo a fact that 
our reserves of cash show a greater relative 
proportion to our liabilities than that of 
any other bank in Canada. I submit with 
all respect that the matter demands a 
further consideration at your hands, ami 
that in tlie event of a change being deter- 
mined upon after full deliberation, the 
Bank's position should ho set right publicly 
and the false impressions raised by the pub- 
lished reports be entirely cleated away. 
This is the least that tho Bank has a right 
to look for, and I am convinced that upon 
retlection your Worship and the members 
of the Council will readily reoogniza that in 
all fairness and justice so much at least 
must be accorded.

SIR WILLIAM WISEMAN DRAW. , 

The Well-Known Naval Officer Succumbs to 
Illness Contracted Dining the Court- 
martial of Vlce-Admiral Fairfax. 

An English paper, just received, contains 
the following particulars of the death of 
Capt. Sir William Wiseman, Bart., which 
sad event occurred on January 12 of this 
year : 

" With deep regret we announce the 
death, at 4 Eliott terrace, Plymouth, yes- 
terday, of Capt. Sir William Wiseman, 
Bart., inspecting captain of training ships 
at Devohport, and captain of tho Impreg- 
nable. Dyiog at the early age of 17, after 
a period of meritorious service and tho 
prospect of an oven moro brilliant, future, 
his decease is particularly sorrowful. It is 
also rendered moro saddening by tho fact 
that his illness was of very short duration 
and his death unexpected. Sir William 
was one ol tho captains selected to sit at 
the court martial for tho trial of Vice-Ad- 
miral Fairfax, C.B., which extended over 
ten days. Throughout that exhaustive in- 
quiry he demonstrated his abilities as a 
liritiali sailor by asking pertinent question?, 
which allowed that ho understood the rV- 
oumstances of the case as thoroughly as any 
member of the Court. When tho Court 
assembled for the last time on Saturday, 
however, it was evident to the Court, and 
other persona present, that deceased was 
very ill. On the previous day he com- 
plained of fueling unwell, and on Saturday, 
before the Court re-assembled, ho again 
mentioned that he was feeling ill, and 
added that he intended to bit on tho court- 
martial until the end, in order that, tho 
Court might not be inconvenienced. Upon 
returning to his residence, Sir William re- 
tired to bed, from which he never roso 
again. On Sunday morning acute symptoms 
of pleuro-pneumonia sot in, ami the services 
uf Mr. Paul Swain, Burgeon, were requi- 
sitioned. In spite of medical skill, Sir 
William gradually grew worse, and he ex- 
pired at 8:30 last evening. 

Deceased married in a daughter of 

Mr. Lewis Lang worthy, of ISllesinere House, 
Putney, and has left a widow and tivo chil- 
dren, the oldest of whom is a boy, born on 
February 1, hSS.">, who succeeds to the tide. 
The remainder of tho children are girls. 
Deceased, whose seat was at 'Tho Priory, 
Writtle, Essex, was tho ninth baronet, tho 
title having been oreatod in 1G2.S. Sir 
William had bis furniture removed to Ply. 
mouth only a fortnight since Tho arrange- 
ments for the funeral have not yet been 
completed, hut in all probability deceased 
will be interred at his country seat. Tho 
deceased otliccr, who was the son of tho 
lato Admiral Sir William Wiseman, the 
eighth baronet, was born in 1845, and en- 
tered the navy as a cadet at the age of 
14, Aa a midshipman in the Curacoa he 
served with the Naval Brigade in the New 
Zealand war, ISO! 05, and received tho 
medal. He wus promoted lieutenant in 
1SG7, and appointed to command the 
Pioneer, in which he took part in the. 
Niger expedition of 1S69, and received the 
thanks of the Admiralty for his conduct. 
Two years later ho obtained well deserved 
promotion to commander's rank through a 
death vacancy. In 1874 he succeeded to 
the title by the death of his father, and 
spent soino time on shore. Ho remained 
eleven years a commander, and wus pro- 
moted captain in 1NS2, at the ugo of 37. 
In the following year he was appointed to 
the Immortalite, of the Channel squadron. 
This post the deceased officer held until last 
September, when he was appointed to suc- 
ceed Captain Harris ;ib Inspecting Captain 
of the Boys' Training Ship, and captain of 
the Impregnable. Sir William Wiseman 
was greatly respected in tho service."

Victoria Has Never Before Expert 
enced Weather (,>uite as Cold 
as tlio Present. 

Twenty Degrees Below Zero Reported 
at Yale and Thirteen at 
Duncan's. 



Though no man, woman or child required 
the information from B thermometer that 
yesterday -was a cold day, still the handy 
little instruments were kept busy from early 
dawn till ovening satisfying the curiouB as 
to just how oold it really was. Of course, 
thermometers, like other faithful witnesses, 
' differ in minor particulars, but all agree 
/' upon the important fact that Tuesday, 
/ January 31, 1803, was tho coldest day on 
1 reoord in the city of Victoria. 

Somo say that the lowest point reached 
waa five degrees below zero on good respect- 
able thermometers which have nover been 
known to deviate from tho narrow path of 
truth. While the official figures do not bear 
out this information, they substantiate tho 
statement that " the record lias been again 
broken." Mr. E. Baynes Reed, the 
observer in charge of tho Dominion 
meteorological Btation at Esquimalt, 



\ ! gives "1.5, below zero, as the lowest tempor 
attire during tho night of the ,'iOth, and also 
kindly furnishes the following data of cold 
weather at other times in tho history of 
Victoria, the information being taken 
from tho original records in his pouaosion ; 

1879— December 20, zero. 
1887— February •), .00 aboTo zoro. 

1880— January 10, "6.0 above zero. 
1875— January 12,1 
188<— December "8.0 above zero.

Before last night the mercury was again 
travelling upward, and tho old inhabitant 
had found his courage sufficiently returned 
to declare that "tho backbone of tho cold 
map is broken." The snow waa again fall- 
ing in the evening, and tho heart of Iho 
huckman rejoiced thereat, for $'_'..">0 per hour 
is willingly paid for sleigh-riding, with all 
the et ceteras of wolf robes and 
bells. 

Tile street car company had a large force 
of men employed yesterday, who also 
blessed the snow while laboring witli pick 
and shovel to clear the rails so that the curB 
could ugain be pressed into service. The 
comfort of the trams was much appreciated 
by the general public later in tho day. 

School boys mil girls were enabled to enjoy 
to tho full tho pleasures of the season, for 
all the public schools havo been dismissed— 
until Friday if the weather moderates ; if 
not, until Monday. Just a few of the real 
__ood boya are enjoying the holiday clearing 
sidewalks and roofs of the accumulated 
snow; the many are employing their time 
coasting and " hanging on sleighs," both 
somewhat dangerous amusements, but not 
as yet responsible for any serious accidents 
thia ecisoii. 

Of course the firemen, like the police, aro 
uncomfortable as well as busy, for with a 
low water pressure and frozen hydrants, a 
big tire might prove an unruly subject. In 
order to be prepared for emergencies the 
ngines were taken around to the various 
hydrants yesterday, and each in turn was 
properly " thawed out." Chief Doasy and 
Si nlon are doint; their best under the ex- 
ceptions! circumstances, and should a fire 
ind them unprepared it will not bo their 
suit. 

The record of frozen and ruined wator 
upes is something horrible- to contemplate 
—for any but a plumber. Even the luilla of 
mrliament aro not sufficiently protected by 
.he heat of debate and the tire of eloquence to 
jc frost-proof, and yesterday it was discovered

'HE SALMON TRADE. 



To THE Kditok:— I observe in the Colo- 
nist of 2/th January u reported inter- 
view with tho Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries in connection with au inquiry 
respectfully applied for by tho Board of 
Trade, Victoria, with respect to tho Marine 
Hospital. It is to bo regretted that in a 
public matter of this character Mr. Tupper 
should prove so "peppery," and endeavor 
to flippantly set aside by contradiction tho 
statements made by reliablo and responsible 
people, instead of anting upon a very rea- 
sonable request for an investigation. Mr. 
Tupper's subordinates, too, havo freely 
taken up the cudgels of their chief, and 
under his inspiration, apparently, havo 
characterized the remarks of members of the 
Board of Trade as "inaccurate," "greatly 
exaggerated, " " calumnies," etc. 

Unfortunately Mr. Tupper entirely " flies 
the track." No one, as far as I am aware, 
has suggested personal complaint against 
the caretaker ; indeed the Minister him- 
self has managed to procuro a " testi- 
monial " from a few sailors who 
state their treatment " lias been all that 
could be desired." It was, of course, the 
'cheap and nasty" farming out system to 
which exception was taken, though this has 
had Mr. Tupper's approval, and who also 
admits that "it is largely the caretaker's 
business " (the system, I presume). Ilia, 
however, somewhat inconsistent, if with- 
al amusing, to note, after denouncing 
tho honest endeavors of those whoso 
only object has been directed to tho 
itnMino I aCK °n>pli3hment of a lone-needed reform, to 
J"'°" n S j be told by Mr. Tup ? er ; "The proper thing 
I to do, and what I shall do, in view of the 
dissatisfaction on tho part of the people of 
Victoria, touching this institution as a 
Government institution, will bo to apply 
tho principle to Victoria which has been 
applied with great satisfaction to othor 
ports, that is to make an arrangement with 
tho city hospital for the care of sick mar- 
iners and to close up tho Marine hospital." 
The Minister is evidently satisfied to take 
this step without any further inquiry — 
action that speaks for itself ; and one Jan 
rest assured that in the event of arrange- 
ments being made with tho Jubilee hospital 
authorities in this direction, there is littlo 
likelihood of complaint being heard of in 
the future. 

With respect to the water supply at tho 
Marine hospital, both the Minister and his 
venerable Deputy (who, by the way, I 
thought had been superannuated long ago) 
make r. wretched defence. Mr. Tupper is 
reported as Baying: " The water grievance 
is at most an inconvenience, and in particu- 
larly the business of those employed there and 
of the Department. The patients are cer- 
tainly not given unwholesome water : if 
they are, the reflection is upon the local 
physician, which I am sure is as unfair as 
the other reflections so glibly made." 

Rather mean, to look upon an absence of 
fresh, wholesome water at a hospital simply 
as an inconvenience at most, instead of as 
an absolute necessity, but meaner still to 
blamo those employed there (including the 
physician) for not having it. The hitter's 
reports to the Department, if published, 
would give a different view to that of the 
Ministers in this respect. Mr. Deputy 
Smith's funny joko about using " tank 
water from the root " is not worth passing 
comment. 

Tho following remarks of Mr. Tupper 
could hardly have been intended seriously : 
" So far as the expenditure of public money 
is concerned, I know no part of Canada 
which has received more attention in this 
respect in proportion to its population than 
British Columbia, Personally, 1 am not in- 
duced by hard criticism:; to favor expendi- 
ture ; neither will I he disinclined to do my 
duty to that important portion of the coun- 
try on that account, but i t is regrettable, ac- 
cording to my own experience, that tho 
greater efforts I make to keep pace with the 
growth and importance of the commerce of 
Victoria, and the larger the appropriations 
for that purpose, the moro angry becomes 
the criticism of the Government's policy, 
and of this department in particular. " 

The speaker might have had the common 
frankness to add : British Columbia as a Pro- 
vince ranks third as a producer of revenue ; 
Victoria, as a port and city, ranks third in the 
whole Dominion as contributor of Dominion 
revenue; and Mr. Tupper could have 
further added : No province and city re- 
ceive in return less (in proportion to thier 
contributions) than the province of Uritish 
Columbia and the port of Victoria. 

Whether Mr. Tupper or any of his col- 
leagues are to he induced by " hard criti- 
oiani " to favor expenditure or not, they had 
better awake to the fact that the position 
of British Columbia in its relations to the 
Dominion can hardly be expected to much 
longer continue on the lines followed in tho 
past. Separation by distance, anil scanty 
ropri Bentation in Parliament, "deprive the 
country of that lively interest which ia her 
due from the Government, Apart from 
this, it is contrary to all economic princi- 
ples, in a country of limited population, to 
drain its resources year by year by enor- 
mous impositions of customs and other taxes 
without even a fair relative return therefor 1 , 
and it would be idle to expect an indefinite 
continuance of such unnatural conditions. 

The Government of Canada, therefore, if 
it values British Columbia as the gem of 
Canadian "jewels," might well consider 
these joints and not put the " loyalty" 
tension to too severe a strain.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Assessment Roll. 

Ho it. enacted by the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria, by tho Council I horeof, as follows : 

1. It is hereby declared that a distinction for 
the purpose of assessment Hhall bo undo bo . 
tween land and Improvements situate within 
tho municipality limits of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria. 

2. Laud situate within the said limits - 
shall bo estimated for the purpose of assess- 
ment at Us actual ensh value, ns it would be 
appraised in payment of a just debt from a 
solvent debtor. 

3. Improvements sitnato within tho said 
limits shall be esUmAtcd for tho purposo of 
assessment at fifty per cent of their actual cash 
value, as thoy would bo appraised in payment 
of a just debt from a solvent debtor. 

i. The Assessor shall begin to make tho 
assessment on or before the fourth Friday in 
January, and complete the Bame on or before 
tho second Tuesday la May, and the assess- 
ment shall be made on the said second Tuesday 
in May in each year. 

5. Tho Assessment Roll shall bo returned by 
tho Assessor to the Clerk of tho Municipal- 
ity on or beforo tho third Saturday In May 
in each year. 

C. In the construction of this by-law the ex- 
pressions " Land" and "Improvements" shall 
have respectively the meanings Riven to them 
in Section 2 of the Municipal Act. 1S02. 

7. Tho Land and Improvement Assessment 
By-Law, 1892, and any by-law or by laws con- 
taining any provision or provisions which may- 
he inconsistent with or repugnant to tho pro- 
visions of this by-law, is and aro hereby re- 
pealed in so far only na the same aff so incon c 
sistent or repugnant, so that full foreo and 
effect shall be given to tho provisions of this 
by-law, but not otherwise.

THE IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 

The session of the Imperial Parliament 
which opened yesterday, is perhaps the 
most important that Great Britain baa seen 
for many years. Daring its continuance 
the fate of Homo Rulo for Ireland for some 
time to come will most probably be decid- 
ed, and also — a matter of infinitely less im- 
portance— the fate of the Gladstone Gov- 
ernment. 

Both Homo Rule and Mr. Gladstone, it 
must be admitted, are io a most precarious 
position. The Government's majority is so 
.small and is composed of such beterogeneou 
materials that it will require an uuusnu 
amount of skill and euro to keep it 
together. It may fall to pieces at 
any moment after the work of the 
session has fairly commenced, and with the 
Gladstone Government goes the cause of 
Home Rule for Ireland. 

Seeing what a shaky position he 'occu- 
pies, it will be evidently Mr. Gladstone's 
first care to keep his majority together. 
Everything will bo done with the view of 
retaining power. The task of the " Old 
Parliamentary hand." is without doubt one 
of very great difficulty, but if it can be per- 
formed he is the man to perform it. He 
has the experience of mora than half u cen- 
tury iu the management of Parliaments, 
and if his brain has not lost its cun- 
.ling, there ure few who cau reconcilo con- 
flicting interests and win the support of men 
of different views and temperaments 
no skillfully as he. He, better thun any 
man living, can shape his coarse so as to tide 
over political shoals and avoid political 
rocks and snags. And he will require all 
his parliamentary skill and intellectual dex 
terity to avoid making shipwreck of lib 
pirty before the close of tho session. Uis 
majority of thirty-eight or so is a very small 
one indeed, to carry such a measure us the 
Irish Home Rule bill safely through Parlia- 
ment. He, no doubt, places a good deal of 
reliance on his own ability to steer clear of 
the obstacles that lie in his path, 
and to surmount the ditlbulties that 
>ie cannot avoid, but if the truth were 
known it would be found that ho places 
oqual if not greater dependence upon acci- 
dent and chance. He may hope that his 
opponents will make some mistake that 
will make the way clear and easy for him, 
or that something will happen in the ordin- 
ary course of events that will ciuse tho 
people of Great Britain to look more favor- 
ably on his Homo Rule scheme than they 
have done hitherto. Mr. Gladstone is just 
now iu the position of a man who attempts to 
cross a river on ice which ho knows to bo 
weak. He may, by using evr-cy device and 
precaution that he baa uny knowledge of, got 
over safely, but tho chances are that he w ill 
break through and come to grief before tho 
passage is half made. 

Tho game which Mr. Gladstone has to 
play must necessarily be one of parliamen- 
tary tactics and party management, The 
timo for argument is past. The question of 
Home Rule has been discussed so thorough- 
ly that no one, no mutter how clover bo is 
or how well informed, can advance a new 
argument or state a new fact in its favor. 
The forces of the two leaders arc so nearly 
equal that almost everything dopnnds upon 
good generalship. J:i Mr. Balfour Mr. 
< Madatone meets an opponent who, if he bus 
not his skill, possesses courage, audacity, 
imperturbability, clear-headedness and stay- 
ing powers which, even when tho superior 
vwralt of his following is not tuken 



into consideration, make him his match. 
The contest, viewed simply as a trial of 
skill and ability, will be ono of very great 
interest, but when we reali/.j tho stupen- 
dous interests that are at stake, we need 
not feel surprised if the nation gets terribly 
excited as it proceeds. It is almost unne- 
cessary to say that tho session will bo a 
Home Rule session, and that very little 
attention will he paid to any other ques- 
tion until the fate of the Homo Rulo bill is 
decided. 



OAS A DA 'S ENEMIES. 

The Canadian annexationists are evident- 
ly tho worst enemies that the people of 
Canada have at this present moment. 
Their anxiety to bring about political union 
with the United States is leading American 
public men to believe that the McKinlcy 
turiif has done the work it was intended to 
do, which was to impoverish Canadians and 
to compel them to sue for annexation to 
save them from commercial ruin. It has 
also another effect, which is to cause Ameri- 
cana lo bo reluctant to make any arrange- 
ment for reciprocity in trade with Canada. 
This is seen by the utterances of the United 
States newspapers : 

"Thanks," says the Now York Press, 
" to the Republican party and tho Mc- 
Kinley tariff the question of annexation to 
the great Republic is the dominant political 
issue in Canada to-day, Canada depends 
upon tho vast American market for her 
prosperity; if she is prevented from selling 
tier products freely to the people of the Uni- 
ted States her people have only the alter- 
natlvoof dire poverty —emigration or annexa- 
tion " ' * So long as the McKinley law 
is unforced Canada must, stagnate, unless 
Bhejoin tho Union. Great Britain cannot help 
her ; she can only help herself.'' 

The speeches of blue-ruin howlers and the 
grumbling and growling, tossy nothingof the 
plotting of tho annexationists, confirm the 
Americans in the belief that tho operation 
of the McKinley tariff has brought Canada 
to the verge of ruin, and they naturally 
conclude that all that the United States has 
to do is to continue the McKinley policy, as 
far as Canada is concerned, to bankrupt 
her completely. The concluding paragraph 
of t he Press's article shows that this is what 
the annexationists on the American side of 
the line expect, and what they are working 
for. Here it is : 

These considerations make the union of 
Canada to tho United States in the near 
future not only probable, but practically 
certain, unless the Democratic party shall 
abolish existing trade restrictions with tho 
Dominion, and allow Canada to draw her 
support from the United States while re- 
maining a portion of the Umpire, which is 
to-day our moat formidable rival in the 
fields of industry and commerce. 

This is to what the unpatriotic and disloyal 
agitation in favor of annexation leads. 
It does not undermine the allegiance of 
many Canadians, but it leads the Americans 
to believe that the prosperity of the Domin- 
ion, and even its existence as a part of the 
British Empire, depend upon its obtaining 
closer trade relations with the United 
States. This belief will increase the zeal of 
the American annexationists and cause them 
to make every possible exertion to influence 
United States legislators to keep up the 
present trade relations between the two 
countries. 

THE LATEST REVOLUTION. 

The revolution in Hawaii, though sudden, 
has not taken well-informed people in Am- 
erica by surprise. It has long been known 
that there was a party in the Hawaiian 
Islands which was restive under tho rulo of 
a native sovereign. It was more than sus- 
pected that men of inlluenco wero plotting 
to bring about annexation. It is quite pos- 
sible that tho alleged intention of the Queen 
to make her power absolute may have 
brought matters to a crisis, but it is 
morally certain that a revolution would 
have taken place sooner or later no matter 
what course the Queen took or what policy 
she pursued. 

The antagonism of race is evidently at 
the bottom of the movement in Hawaii, and 
it would have produced a disturbance more 
or less serious under any circumstances. 
White men hated to he under the rule of 
what they believed to he an inferior race, 
aud they attributed all the evils from 
which the little kingdom Buffered to native 
ascendancy. The plain euro for these evils 
was to destroy that ascendancy, and tho 
shortest and easiest way that they could see 
to affect the result they desired was to bring 
about union with the United States. 

Tho annexationist party saw that there 
would he very little difficulty in dethroning 
Queen Liliuokulani. Sho is evidently not 
a woman of masculine mould, and the men 
who surrounded her wero not esteemed at 
all highly, either us statesmen or as soldiers. 
A coup d'etat, well planned and audaciously 
carried out, would be pretty sure to be suc- 
cessful. 

It is evident that the revolutionists made 
euro of tho co-operation of the United States 
Consul-General. The part which that of- 
licial played in tho late revolution is difficult 
to understand on any other theory than that 
bo himself was one of tho revolutionists and 
completely in the confidence of its leaders. 
The revolutionists bad scarcely begun to act, 
and when there was no disorder or appear- 
ance of disorder, the Consul-General sent to 
an American man of war for a guard, osten- 
sibly to protect the Legation. Ono account 



Highest of all in Leavening Power.~Latest U. S. Gov't Report. 
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says that the American marines "\ve:o 
drawn up with Gat ling puns riRh.t 
by the side of tho Government 
building.'' And it is pertinently asked, 
" What American interest lay between the 
muzzle of the Catling gun anil tho palace 
yard gate against which it was turned ?" 
This is a matter that icquires explanation. 
The haste with which the American Minis- 
ter recognized tho Provisional Government, 
aud his summoning to his aid a com- 
paratively large foroo when there was no 
appearanoo of danger, lead the unpreju- 
diced reader of the accounts of the revolu- 
tion that have appeared iu tho newspapers 
to the conclusion that he must either have 
been a wonderfully timid man, or that there 
was an understanding between him and tho 
men who had rebelled against tho Queen's 
authority. 

It does not appear that any of the repre- 
sentatives of other nations were at all 
alarmed at what was going on, or 
that foreigners generally feared that theie 
would be u disturbance. Everything ap- 
pears to have been quiet in Honolulu. There 
were no indications of the impending storm. 
It is evident that the American force 
that appeared near the Government build" 
ing at the moment of tho crisis overawed 
those to whom the defence of the Queen 
and her government hail been entrusted. 
They seem to have been completely para- 
lyzed. They did not make even a pretence 
of resisting the revolutionists. They sur- 
rendered at discretion, leaving the Queen 
at the mercy of her enemies. 

It ic, however, more than likely that the 
most difficult part of the work of the revo- 
lutionists is before them. It is hard to be- 
lieve that the Government of the United 
Statesctvill be as ready to recognize tho rle 
facto Government of Hawaii as was its 
representative at Honolulu, Mr. John L. 
Stevens. It will feel obliged to respect its 
treaties with Hawaii, and it will not con- 
sider that it was in honor bound to give 
material aid to those who undertook to de- 
throne its Queen. The President will no 
doubt have some regard for the rights of 
Queen Liliuokalani and will pay some 
attention to tho public opinion of the United 
States and other nations.

BLAINE'S OBSEQUIES. 

Further Details of the Funeral of the Great 
American Secretary of State. 

WASHING ro.v Citv, Jan. 30. — Blaine could 
not havo a private funeral. The surging 
■wave of public interest swept over the bar- 
riers and made his private funeral one of the 
lmst impressive of public demonstrations. 
The most eminent men in the nation stood 
around the bier. All business iu the 
national capital was suspended during tho 
services. The parlor of the second Qoor, 
where the body lay, was fairly empoyercd 
in iloral tributes from prominent people, 
Tho President entered first, accompanied 
by Mrs. McKee, and following them came 
officials of the executive, legislative and 
judicial departments, the diplomatic corps 
and others, who, by ties of kindred, friend- 
ship or association, were entitled to the 
privilege of being present at the final ritos 
over tho distinguished statesman. A oon- 
courso of several thousand occupied Lafa- 
yette square, opposite the Blaine mansion, 
and tho doors and windows of adjacent 
houses wore thronged with spectators. 

An the hour for services arrived the 
mourners, including members of the family, 
were grouped around tho casket, the re- 
mainder of those present standing, as there 
was no rooms fur chairs. A simplo service 
of prayer constituted the rites. Ucv. Dr. 
Hamlin, standing hesido the casket, de- 
livered in a low tone tho Presbyterian 
service for tho dead. Walter Dam- 

roseh meantime touching the keys 
6f the piano to the notes of a slow dirge. 

Dr. Hamlin thanked God that life ended 
only that immortality might begin. Ho 
■sought the Almighty for comfort to tho 
members of the stricken household. This 
ended the brief, impressive service, The

The 
church was filled, over 10,000 persona being 
present, including clergymen of the city 
The ohcrch was appropriately decorated. 

BANK SCANDALS. 

The Etonian Financial Irregularities— Drastic 
Reforms Demanded— Prominent Poli- 
ticians Bribed or Subsidized. 

Home, Jan. 30. — Despite tho vote of the 
deputies on Saturday against parliamentary 
inquiry into the bank scandals, the subject 
of inquiry was to-day debated again iu the 
chamber. Signor Monzilli, director of the 
bureau of industry and commerce, who was 
arrested Friday for complicity "in the scan- 
da!;?, in an interview says that if he was ar- 
rested others of high standing should be 
arrested too. He warned the Government 
three years ago that the national bulks 
would certainly collapso sooner or later un- 
less drastic reforms were undertaken at 
ODce. Hill official superiors, however, com- 
pelled him to make a report exactly contra- 
dicting the facts that be had found. Mon- 
silli acknowledged that in tho case of the 
Hank of Rome his prophecies had not yet 
proved true, although future developments, 
he said,, would justify them. He reports 
that Signer Lacava, minister of industry 
and commerce, who managed the last elec- 
tion for the government, was implicated in 
the scandal. Monzilli, who also asserted 
that Rattazi, minister of the royal house 
hold, some timo ago, borrowed 1,1175,000 
francs from the Bank of Rome, which he 
subsequently repaid. Monzilli gave the re- 
porter a list of ministers and ex-ministers 
who were bribed or subsidized in various 
ways by the bunks now iu trouble. 

PARIS, .Ian. .'10. —dames H. Hobson, man- 
ager of the Anglo-American Bank, wan put 
on trial to-day for misappropriating 30,000 
francs of the bank's money. Satnuol J. 
Gorman, president, and Francois Mnrtinelli, 
cashier of the same bank, are uuder the 
same charge, but outside the court's juris- 
diction. The bank was founded four years 
ago with the head office in New York aud a 
branch in Paris. 



THE SCANDAL. 

How the Proceedings Against M. Hom ier Or- 
iginated. 

Paris, Jan. 31. — The proceedings against 
Rouvier and the other defendants originated 
through the discovery of the counterfoils of 
so called Thierre checks, which were sup- 
posed to have been burned. The committee 
appointed by the Chamber of Deputies to 
investigate the charges of corruption in 
connection with tiie Panama investi- 
gation received an anonymous letter 
declaring that the counterfoils had been 
photographed, and giving the name and ad- 
dress of the photographer. This letter was 
forwarded to M. Franqueville, who sent it 
to the police commissary to find the 
photographer. The officer succeeded in lay- 
ing hands upon tho photographs. The 
photographer admitted having printed six 
proofs from the negative of the counterfoils 
and having them sent to Thierre. 
rje added that he kept fix proofs 
for himself, and those he gave 
to the police officer, who afterward con- 
fronted 'J'nierre with the same. The 
banker, being called upon to surrender any 
photographs in his possession, at first 
maintained that ha had destroyed tha 
original counterfoils, but ultimately ad- 
mitted that he had intrusted them to the 
care of a notary, whoso address he gave. 
Tho commissary of police at onco pro- 
ceeded to this notary's office and 
there found the missing counterfoils. 

The chamber of indictments will meet 
to-morrow to oonaider tho 15 true bills found 
by M. Franqueville. Several deputies ad- 
vocate a bill providing for the imposition of 
severe penalties upon persons making un- 
substantial charges against anybody in 
connection with the Panama canal scandal.

THE WHISKEY TBUST. 

How the Latest Combine Proposed to Get the 
Better of the U. S. Treasury Department. 

New York, Jan. 31.— Tho Herald this 
morning devotes four columns to an expose 
of tho alleged attempt of tho whiskey trust 
to " work " a gigantic speculation in that 
product. The Herald says :— It involved 
tho control of hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars' worth of gooda and a prospective profit 
more than $50,(100,000. It was proposed on 
legislation by Congress, which was asked 
for ostensibly to save the federal treasury 
from embarrassment and set up tho possibil- 
ity of averting a deficiency at tho end of 
tho current fiscal year, 

The annual consumption of distilled 
spirits being 100,000,000 gallons, yielding 
$90,000,000 at tho rate of taxation, tho 
agreement was made that if the tax wero in- 
creased by 15 cents a gullon, to $1.25, as 
proposed by tho bill tho trust proposed to 
introduce, the revenue from that source 
would be increased $35,000,000, or $10,000,- 
000 more than,' tho highest assessed defici- 
ency. Having got their bill introduced, with 
a powerful lobby to push it, the trust pro- 
ceeded to increase its production of spirits 
to the utmost, and raised prices so 
as to discourage orders from customers. 
At tho same time agents of the 
trust began buying up tho products 
of outside distilleries, thus absolutely 
cornering tho market in high wines, antici- 
pating an inflation of their value 115 cents a 
gallon, when the tax should bo raised. 
Thus tlio trust hoped and expected to secure 
the increased tax, leaving the Federal 
treasury really worse off than it now is, for 
the sale of the trust's 90 cent goods after 
tho law should ho passed would hold 
the market for two years to como, so that 
there would bo no necessity for withdraw- 
ing any new goods from bond during that 
period, and, of course, until these accumu- 
lated stocks were all used up, there would 
bo no necessity for anybody to pay tho in- 
creased tax, and the Government would 
derive no revenue at all from that source. 

The exposure by the Herald of the scheme 
opened the eyes of Congressmen, among 
whom, happily, were found a largo number 
who would refuse to land themselves to tho 
perpetration of such a wrong tothe Govern- 
ment. Beyoud this, the incoming adminis- 
tration being pledged to a revision of the 
taritl', its friends insisted that the internal 
revenue should be left alone until it was 
known what tho requirements of tho Gov- 
ernment would ho after the duties on im- 
ports should be arranged. This policy pre- 
vailed, and as a result (he Scott bill to 
increase the spirit tax is a dead letter, and 
the great whiskey speculation is punctured."

At hist 
ho hit upon a plan which worked vory well 
Taking a Ion" lino of twisted walrus hide 
ho lied it around tho dry land and fastened 
the other end to the corner of tho moon. 
Everything worked well for a long time, but 
at last the spirit became very much offend- 
ed at the action of mankind, and in u tit of 
anger one day, seized hia great stone knife 
and with a mighty hack severed tho 
ropa of twisted Bkin. Immediately 
tho land began to sink into the sen.. Tho 
angry waves rushed in torrents up tho val- 
leys, and in a thort time nothing was 
visible except the peak of a very higl 
mountain. All mankind perished in tin 
Whelming waters with tho exception of two 
a man and his wife, who wero out fishing in 
a big c.inoo. These two succeeded in reach 
ing the top of the mountain and proceeded 
to make themselves at home. Hero they 
remained for some time until the anger of 
Mes-mes-so-la-nik cooled, which resulted in 
his fishing up tho severed thong and again 
fastening it to the moon.

London, Jan. 1)1.— Parliament re-as- 
sembled to-day. The Grand Old Man is en- 
tering upon tho finul political drama of hiB 
life, and tho session ia fraught with great 
possibilities, and with great dangers, such a 
session as Westminster has not witnessed 
since tho memorable repeal of tho corn 
laws. Despite tho fact that the Queen had 
decided that alio would not open Parlia- 
ment in person, more interest and excite- 
ment was manifested over the preliminaries 
than for many a year. Largo crowds of 
people began to gather round Westminster 
yard soou after i) o'clock, and an hour later 
an almost solid procession of pedestrians 
was moving up the Thames embankment to- 
ward the same quarter. Many of theso 
were of Celtic origin and thoy 
ever and anon started hearty cheers 
for members of tho Commons iden- 
tified with tho administration, as they 
pasacd through tho gates. There haa 
been a big demand for scats in thu 
strangers' and distinguished visitors' gallery, 
and all tho available space in these sections 
wus occupied a full hour before the opening 
of business. 

The members of tho House of Commons 
were early on tho ground, ami tho most 
prominent came in for the usual greetings 
from their respective adherents. After 11 
o'clock the benches began to till up rapidly. 
Mr. Balfour, who will lead tho Opposition 
forces during tho Bcssion, was greeted with 
a hearty cheer by the Conservatives and 
Unionists, but when Mr. Gladstone, looking 
fresh and vigorous, took his seat 
below tho gangway on the Govern- 
ment side of the House the Liberals as 
woll as tho members of the Irish party 
rose en masse and tilled the air with that 
peculiar guttural " hear, hear," that does 
service for a cheer in Parliamentary prac- 
tice. Tho demonstration was repeated 
three times while Mr. Gladstone kept hia 
seat. The Conservatives started an opposi- 
tion cheer, but at this moment Black Rod 
appeared in tho doorway and summoned 
tho " Faithful Commons " to receive tho 
Queen's speech. There was a rush across 
the corridor to the chamber of the Lords, 
each member apparently endeavoring to 
secure a position of vantage. Quiet hav- 
ing been secured the Lord Chancellor in 
his red and purple robes of ollice ascended 
the wool-sack, mid the Queen's speech was 
read by commission. 

The Queen's speech besides promising the 
introduction of Irish legislation, already 
outlined, and an electoral registration re- 
form bill, foreshadowed a licensing reform 
measure, a local option scheme, and propo- 
sals affecting tho Established Church of 
Scotland ami tho Church of Wales. It re- 
marked with hopeful anticipations on the 
Behring Sea arbitration about to open in 
Paris, the timely settlement of the recent 
ministerial crisis in Cairo ; tho restoration 
of harmony with the Khedive und the 
monetary conference at Brussels as assisting 
the governments represented to fully under- 
stand each other's views regarding the con- 
dition of home and foreign trade. Tho re- 
lations of the British Government with all 
foreign powers was declared to be satisfac- 
tory, and a sanguine reference was made to 
'he future of commerce between the United 
Kingdom and her colonies. 

The Irish Unionists have formally re- 
solved to light the Government Home Rule 
proposals at every step. Other announce- 
ments in the Speech and statements made 
by Ministers and Government members 
during tho recess, particularly on the 
eve of tho opening huvo excited very great 
opposition, and there will be warm fighting, 
lit. Hon. Mr. Balfour is in excellent shape for 
the work of the s< : -ion ,.nd unlike the sup- 
porters of the other party, whose interests 
uc in many ways so divergent ami who 
scarcely trust one another, his followers are 
-ill united and form a solid and almost us 
heuvy a phalanx as that to which they are 
.pposed.

In the early times, before any man had 
been made, it was the custom of tho vari- 
ous gods to give feasts to one another. So 
one day the Seal invited the Raven to como 
and take dinner with him. Tho feast was 
a bountiful supply of various good things 
from tho sea. Tho principal dish was a 
huge bowl of sea weed mixed with fat, 
which was considered a great delicacy. This 
was mixed in a mighty dish which stood 
near a bright tire burning in the middle of 
the house. Finding himself rather short of 
oil, tho Seal held bis fore flipper over the 
blaze, and presently a stream of fat (lowed 
forth which filled tho bowl in which the 
minced food had been placed. No sooner 
did the Raven see this than his greediness 
overcame his sense of politeness, and at one 
mighty gulp he swallowed the entire muss.
